Ford and Carter in bitter 
clash over foreign policy

Jimmy Carter said today the world is 
tired of "bluffs and blustering” by the 
United States on when and where it 
would use military force. 
‘‘They want the tru th ," said the 
Democratic nominee in defending an 
earlier statement that, if he were presi­ 
dent and Russia attacked Yugoslavia, he 
would not commit U.S. troops to fight the 
Soviets. 
President Ford, in a hard-hitting cam ­ 
paign speech at Pittsburgh today, said 
C arter’s debate statem ent on Yugoslavia 
was an invitation to Russian aggression. 
Carter spoke in a CBS Morning News 
interview from Plains, Ga., before 
heading for South Carolina and Illinois in 
his final week of battling Ford for the 
White House Ford also arranged to cam ­ 
paign in Illinois later today. 
"I think the world is tired of bluffs and 
blustering.” said Carter when asked 
about Ford s attack on his Yugoslavia 
statement. He agreed that a president 
should keep his military options open at 
times, but said Ford had also promised 
on at least six different occasions that he 
would not commit American forces in 
certain situations. ' 
These included Angola, Lebanon, 
Eastern Europe and Rhodesia. Carter 
said. 
In Pittsburgh. Ford said in a campaign 
speech that C arter’s Yugoslavia position 
in their final debate was wrong 
‘‘Statem ents of this kind, as we 
learned over 25 years ago, instead of 
serving the cause of peace, invite con­ 
flict.” he said "They invite aggression 
rather than deter it.

The issue was first raised in their vice 
presidential debate when Mondale 
replied that Dole had "richly earned his 
reputation as a hatchet man " 
During a campaign swing Monday. 
Dole again blamed the Democrats for 
the four wars of this century and said he 
has "some reservations” about U.S. in- 
volvment in World War II. 
"I call on the Republican ticket to dis­ 
avow that charge and never again reach 
out in that kind of divisive technique." 
countered Mondale today. 
Full inventory confirms 
loss in school burglary 


School adm inistrators today con­ 
firmed early reports of heavy losses to 
burglars who hit Lompoc High School 
over the weekend 


Bob Paisola, the school’s principal, 
said his estimate yesterday of a 17,000 to 
$8,000 loss, has proved correct after a 
fullscale inventory. Burglars entered 
five buildings on the West College Cam­ 
pus: adm inistration building, photo 
rooms, home ec departm ent, math 
rooms and gymnasium The photo rooms 
and the administration building were the 
hardest hit, Paisola said 


There was no forcible entry noted 
anywhere, Paisola said, a fact that has 
led to the speculation that the burglars 
used a master key lost by a custodian a 
few weeks ago. 


Paisola and other administrators were 


exploring the possibility that all locks in 
the school s sprawling facilities would 
have to be changed to block further in­ 
trusions It will cost an estimated $7,500 
in parts and labor to change the school’s 
estim ated several hundred locks, 
Paisola said 


Meanwhile the school began im ­ 
mediately to replace the heavy photo 
equippment losses that have crippled the 
school s pho to g rap h ic in stru ctio n 
program 
Cameras, lenses and other 
equipment were stolen 


The burglary comes on the heels, only 
a week ago of an arson-oriented fire that 
destroyed an athletic shed near the 
athletic fields Paisola said the loss in 
that incident was about $5,000 He said he 
was shocked by the two incidents, par­ 
ticularly because they came so close 
together

The collection area selected for the 
trial project is the one east of A Street 
and south of College Avenue. 
The council voted for the trial period 
at its meeting on September 21 and it 
was anticipated 
that it might be in 
operation within 60 to 90 days. 
Sanitation Supt. Jim B rightw ell, 
speaking on the project at a meeting of 
the Lompoc Optimist Club last week, 
said it had been hoped that the first of 
the rubbish containers for use in the ex­ 
periment might have arrived by the end 
of the week, but they still are being 
awaited today. 
Once the containers arrive, they will 
require considerable work before they 
are ready to be used 
To economize on shipping space, the 
containers are uispatehed nested inside 
each other They must be separated, and 
after separation their lids must be at­ 
tached by bolting them on 
Opponents of the rubbish system ap­ 
parently feel that there is time to thwart 
the project before too much of the 
preliminary work is done. 
Petition-passers are going door-to-. 
door in Lompoc in an effort to gather at 
least 2,000 signatures to present to the 
council at its next regular meeting on 
November 3 
Petitions also are available at a table 
set up in the Lompoc Shopping Center 
near the north end of the shopping com­ 
plex, according to a spokesman for the 
opposition to the rubbish collection 
proposal

GENEVA, Sw itzerland (U PI) - 
British Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Crosland said today there would be 
"bloodshed and chaos" in Rhodesia and 
neighboring states if the Geneva talks 
broke down. 
Crosland made the prediction in a 
London address as rival Rhodesian fac­ 
tions stepped 
up th e ir p o litical 
maneuvering in Geneva to secure advan­ 
tage positions before the opening of of­ 
ficial talks on majority rule in the rebel 
colony. 
Conference chairman Ivor Richard of 
Britain consulted with Rhodesian Prime 
Minister Ian Smith on black nationalist 
demands for the immediate release of 
political detainees Britain has in the 
past few years issued similar appeals on 
behalf of political prisoners in Rhodesia 
Richard said he would "use his best 
endeavors with Mr. Smith” to obtain 
their release now as demanded by two of 
the four nationalist leaders at the con­ 
ference. Robert Mugabe of the Zim­ 
babwe African Nationalist Union and 
Joshua Nkomo. leader of the African 
National Council. 
R ichard, who had an afternoon 
meeting with rival ANC leader Bishop 


Abel Muzorewa, said he had not received 
a reply from Smith. 
In London, Crosland told a lunch 
gathering of African diplomats: "I am 
not at all downcast. I firmly believe that, 
given good will, agreement is possible. 
The alternative to success is the bleak 
prospect of bloodshed and chaos for the 
peoples of Rhodesia and the neighboring 
states.” 
"All at Geneva know this,” he said. 
"Certainly, I can assure you that the 
British government will do everything 
within its power to see that the con­ 
ference ends in an agreement which will 
bring within our grasp a great prize — a 
free, prosperous and multiracial Zim­ 
babwe.” 
Crosland did not comment on demands 
by Nationalist delegates at the Geneva 
conference that he or some other British 
government minister should assume the 
chairmanship. 
Conference chairman Richard, the 
British ambassador to the United Na­ 
tions, consulted Smith "directly and 
personally" on black nationalist de­ 
mands for the immediate release of 
political prisoners.

Pound, dollar lose more 
ground in Europe markets 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (UPI) - The 
dollar and British pound lost ground on 
g en erally q u iet E uropean m oney 
markets today but the losses were small 
compared with the previous day’s rush 
against sterling 
"The situation is much calmer today,” 
a Zurich dealer said "The storm is over 
and it is relatively quiet. But although 
things are more peaceful, no one wants 
to hold pounds.” 
Gold strengthened one day before the 
International Monetary Fund scheduled 
its fourth auction of the precious metal 
m five months In Zurich, it opened $1 
higher at $116 60 an ounce and in London 
it was up from $116,125 to $117.25 
B ritish 
P rim e M in ister Jam es 
Callaghan Monday night came to the 
defense of the pound which had sunk to 
an all-time low after a newspaper report 
that one condition set by the IMF and the 
U S Treasury for a $3 9 billion IMF loan 
was for the pound to drift to $1.50 by the 
end of the year 
The report was emphatically denied by 
the IMF. the Treasury and Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Denis Healey, who called 
it "irresponsible " 
Although Callaghan's statement failed 
to boost sterling, it seemed at least to 
have braked its fall. 
In London, the pound opened half a 
cent lower at $1.59 On Monday the initial 
drop had been more than four cents 
which widened to 7 5 cents within 45 
minutes 


"The market expressed disappoint­ 
ment with Monday’s television com­ 
ments by Prime Minister Callaghan 
which contained the usual platitudes and 
gave no in cen tiv e to rep u rch a se 
sterling.” a London dealer said

Acting in his capacity as chairman of 
the 18-nation Special Com mittee on 
Apartheid, Harriman said the resolution 
was cosponsored by at least 25 nations 
The Assembly ’s Plenary was expected tp 
vote on the resolution Tuesday after­ 
noon. 
The Plenary opened a full fledged 
debate on all aspects of the policy of 
apartheid in southern Africa in the morn­ 
ing m eeting, hearing some of the 
strongest condemnations of South Africa 
ever.

Carpenter blames court 
in sentencing bottleneck 


Sheriff John W Carpenter informed 
the county supervisors Monday he had 
"p inpointed” the problem of un­ 
sentenced prisoners having long waiting 
periods in the county jail in Goleta. 
"The problem is in Superior Court," 
added Carpenter, declaring that 70 per 
cent of the unsentenced prisoners 
crowding the jail are "awaiting action” 
in that court. 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. 
Johnson told the board he has scheduled 
another session designed to meet the 
problem of delays in criminal court. 
Principals involved in the sessions are 


District Attorney Stan Roden, Public 
Defender Glen Mowrer Jr. and others. 
Carpenter, whose department budgets 
are among the largest in the county, 
warned that "this situation will have 
budgetary implications later in the fiscal 
year," as well as causing congestion in 
the jail. 
The supervisors were told the jail was 
originally projected for 494 prisoners, 
but reduced to 348, under a 29-year plan 
ten years ago Now it is being crowded 
already, they were informed, although 
the core unit is such that expansion can 
be carried out without great problems

— Voted to have Supervisor 
Fletcher sign a letter drawn up 
by staff objecting to a proposal 
to permit the State Water 
Resources Control Board to en­ 
courage and in some cases to 
mandate use of reclaim ed 
water in lieu of other water sup­ 
plies, and to review water supp­ 
ly contracts (other than for 
domestic purposes) and disap­ 
prove of such pacts if it is felt 
reclaimed water should be used 
instead. 
Water Agency Manager- 
Engineer Charles Lawrance 
defended the two-year delay 
request saying it was coor­ 
dinated with San Luis Obispo 
County and seemed to be the 
best in view of Santa Barbara 
County’s plans. 
Supervisor Frank J. Frost 
wondered “how the county got 
into such a project” without 
voter approval. “Every year it 
costs us about one-half million 
now just to keep our hand in,” 
he said. 
The stimated $60 million cost 
of the proposed coastal 
aqueduct was discussed by 
several board members, with 
Frost wanting to know how the 
county could pay for it without 
voters’ sanction.

But it is a 45-year-old script 
and compared to political satire 
of recent times, Kaufman’s ef­ 
forts are quite kind and gentle, 
T he m u sic of G eorge 
Gershwin and lyrics of Ira 
Gershwin are half the show 
The play is about John P. 
Wintergreen who is elected 
president by the scheme of 
proposing marriage to the same 
girl publicly in 48 states and 
how he is nearly impeached un­ 
til the Senate learns the first 
lady is to become a mother. 
David Williams plays the cool 
W intergreen and Melinda 
Deane is his wife and expert 
corn muffin maker. Mark 
Harelik. Cal Winn and Troy 
Evans are the makers and 
breakers of politicians. And 
Fred Heringes plays the forgot­ 
ten vice president.

Chamber opposes 
Proposition 14 


The board of directors of the 
Lompoc Valley Chamber of 
Commerce has announced that 
they oppose proposition 14 on 
the November 2 general elec­ 
tion ballot. 
Proposition 14 is the con­ 
troversial 
agricultural labor 
relations initiative. 
According to the chamber 
board, “ it would deny the 
property owner the right to 
deny trespassers access to his 
property. Further, it is fiscally 
unacceptable in that it would 
give the agricultural labor rela­ 
tions board a blank check in the 
appropriations of money to 
carry out the act.” 
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The County General Hospital 
at Goleta was in the spotlight 
Monday when the Board of 
Supervisors approved a policy 
statement that indicated the ap­ 
propriateness of an in-depth 
study of the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration contracting for 
veterans' services with county 
hospitals here and elsewhere. 
In addition, the supervisors 
also approved a proposed 
higher fee schedule for General 
Hospital reflecting a need to get 
added reimbursement from 
govern m en t health care 
programs and other third par­ 
ties, according to County 
Health Care Services Director 
Lawrence Hart. 
Dr. Hart said the new 
charges, to be effective Nov. 1, 
were based on analysis of costs 
of providing services, and 
prevailing community rates in 
private hospitals, as well as 
need for higher revenue 
through Medi-Cal and Medicare 
patients. 
Daily room charges will go up 
from $96 to $119 for private 
rooms. $109 for a semi-private 
and $99 for ward for medical 
and surgical units. 
In a third development af­ 
fecting the hospital, where 
patient census has been declin­ 
ing and financial problems have 
been mounting, the board ap­ 
proved in principle a proposal 
to replace the Food Service 
Department with a contractor. 
Dr 
Hart said the hospital 
does not presently have suf­ 
ficient patient volume to keep 
costs in line and “changes 
should be made.” He will sub­ 
mit a report as to cost savings, 
if any, and disposition qf 18 
county employes. He felt most 
of them could be hired by a food 
management company coming 
in. 
The policy statement urging 
consideration be given to an in- 


depth study of the VA making 
use of county hospitals was 
drawn up by Dr. Hart. 
The board agreed that the 
statement be presented to the 
California County Supervisors 
Assn for support and go to the 
VA. Secretary of HEW, the 
White House Domestic Council, 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, and 
American Legion for their 
backing as well. 
Meanwhile, Public Works 
Director Norman Caldwell told 
the board he has been held up 
temporarily on getting an ap­ 
plication completed to seek 
Federal public works employ­ 
ment funds for the setting up of 
a VA clinic on the County 
Hospital grounds through 
renovation of the Health Care 
Services building.

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Arabs map reconstruction plans 
Lebanon's future drafted 


CAIRO (UPI) — Arab foreign 
ministers today drafted plans 
for financing the rebuilding of 
Lebanon and underwriting an 
enlarged peace-keeping force 
for that war-ravaged country. 


Their extended deliberations 
forced the postponement of the 
second — and possibly final — 
session of Arab heads of state 


until this evening. 


After a four-hour morning 
session, a spokesman for the 
Arab foreign ministers said 
they had drawn up a draft 
resolution providing for the es­ 
tablishment of a fund for the 
reconstruction and develop­ 
ment of Lebanon. 


Another resolution, also pre- 


pared by the foreign ministers, 
provided for the financing of 
the 30,000-man peace-keeping 
force which will monitor and 
implement a cease-fire and the 
application of agreements con­ 
cluded between the Palesti­ 
nians and Lebanon. 
“ Both funds will be volun­ 
tary,” the spokesman said. 
He said the ministers had

Sen. John V. Tunney Monday 
vowed to seek curbs on govern­ 
ment meddling into the private 
lives of its citizens while 
Republican challenger S.I.

Addressing a rally of 2,500 
persons at the University of 
California at Berkeley, Tunney 
said: “ If we want to continue as 
a free society, we must curb the 
meddling intrusiveness of a 
federal government bent on 
knowing more and more about 
our personal lives." 


The incumbent senator said 
that, if re-elected, he would 
work to prevent such govern­ 
ment activities. 


Meantime, Hayakawa told, a 


s ta rb u c k 
m o r t u a r ij 
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Riverside news conference that 
the minimum wage for teen­ 
agers should be reduced to as 
low as $1.50 an hour and high 
school students should be per­ 
mitted to attend classes for as 
little as four hours a day. 


Hayakawa said such moves 
would give young persons who 
are not “ academically motiva­ 
ted” an opportunity to enter the 
job market instead of turning to 
crime. 


When asked how far he would 
recommend the minimum wage 
be reduced for youths, he 
replied, “ I would say $1.50, but 
it’s not for me to decide. I’m 
not trying to be dogmatic about 
it — $2 or $1 80 or $1.50 or 
whatever The important thing 
is that young people should 
have a chance at low entry 
jobs." 


Currently, the new minimum 
wage in California is $2.15 for 
youths under 18 and $2.50 for 
adults 


Tunney, who has attacked 
Hayakawa s support of relaxing 
certain child labor laws, has 
noted that existing statutes pre­ 
vent youths from working more 
than three hours during a school 
day 


Hayakawa told reporters 
Monday, “ I’m perfectly willing 
to let them work more than 
three hours a day. It doesn’t 
hurt them a bit ” 
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He said he endorsed the idea 
of longshoreman philsopher 
Eric Hoffer, who maintains 
that high school students 
shouldn't be required to attend 
school more than four hours a 
day. Hayakawa said the atten­ 
tion span of some students is 
short. 


Tunney drew an enthusiastic 
response at the UC rally when 
he said that if re-elected he 
would “ do everything I can to 
end the sa le of n u clear 
technology around the world. 


“ If we continue to allow this 
nuclear genie to escape from 
the bottle, there won’t be any 
world to save,” he said.

MOSCOW (U P I) - The 
Soviet leadership has opened a 
week of crucial meetings by an­ 
nouncing a near-record harvest 
and rebuking the United States 
for letting the presidential race 
cool Soviet-American relations. 
But Communist party Gener­ 
al Secretary Leonid Brezhnev 
said the Kremlin will continue 
to work for better ties with 
W ashington re g a rd le ss of 
whether President Ford or Jim ­ 
my Carter wins the election 
Brezhnev spoke Monday at a 
closed session of the 287- 
member party Central Commit­ 
tee. 
It was the first committee 
meeting since the party’s 25th 
Congress in February With the 
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69-year-old Brezhnev’s physical 
and political health both appar­ 
ently sound, attention centered 
on Prim e M inister Alexei 
Kosygin 
Kosygin. 72. made his first 
public appearance in three 
months last week after report­ 
edly suffering a heart attack or 
stroke during the summer He 
is not believed to have resumed 
a full workload and Western 
diplomats suggested his retire­ 
ment might be near. 
The diplomats said that in the 
event Kosygin does not retire 
immediately, the extent of his 
participation in the Central 
Committee session and a three- 
day m eeting of the Soviet 
parliament starting Wednesday 
might indicate whether he will 
resume a full or limited role in 
Kremlin affairs. 


In his speech, carried by Tass 
news agency, Brezhnev ranged 
over the entire spectrum of 
domestic and foreign policies. 


The harvest, Brezhnev said, 
already had brought in 216 
million tons of grain — the se­ 
cond highest total for the Soviet 
Union — and could approach 
‘‘or even exceed” the 222 
million-ton record established 
in 1973 


Brezhnev complained that 
Soviet-American relations, in­ 
cluding negotiations on a new 
Strategic A rm s L im itation 
Treaty, had ‘‘slowed down’’ 
lately, not because of Kremlin 
policies but as a result of the 
U S election campaign.

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Vaccine against VD eyed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Venereal disease may be controlled one day by vaccines, a new 
government research report said today. 
Gonorrhea may be traced by disease control experts through identification 
of 
par­ 
ticular strains of the disease-causing bacteria, similar to the way epidemic-causing strains 
of flu virus are tracked, it said. 
Traditional methods of VD control - treatment with drugs and the tracing of an infected 
person s sexual contacts for treatm ent — haven’t been completely effective, said the 
report on Sexually Transmitted Diseases. 
Some VD organisms have become increasingly drug resistant. Like other infections, 
these diseases often are transmitted before symptoms occur and treatm ent is begun. 
“ Research today seems to hold the key to the control of sexually-transmitted diseases 
that antibiotics once promised,” said the report from the National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases, one of the National Institutes of Health. 
“ New or improved diagnostic tests, better therapy, and perhaps even vaccines are poten­ 
tial rewards of medical research on diseases that have plagued mankind for hundreds, if 
not thousands, of years.” 
A vaccine may one day provide protection against gonorrhea, the most widespread sex­ 
ual disease in this country, the report said. 
Epidemiologists believe the 1 million reported gonorrhea infections in 1975 actually 
represent 2 7 million cases. Worldwide, 100 million cases are reported annually, and the 
number is rising. 
Though commonly believed to include just gonorrhea and syphilis, VD represents a 
number of sexually-transmitted infections, some only recently considered to be venereal. 
Among other diseases cited in the report are genital herpes, trichomoniasis, and non­ 
gonococcal urethritis. 
These five diseases afflict an estimated 8 to 10 million Americans annually. All have in 
common the fact that they are spread through very intimate, usually sexual, contact. 
“ Rarely, if ever, does it result from contact with inanimate objects such as toilet seats,” 
the report said 


China apparently softening on 
American troops in South Korea

HONG KONG (UPI) - China 
appears to have softened con­ 
siderably its position on the 
presence of American troops in 
South Korea. 
This development was sig­ 
naled by one of China’s top 
military leaders in the first 
foreign policy remarks by any 
Chinese leader since the official 
public announcement of the ap­ 
pointment of Hua Kuo-feng as 
new 
C o m m u n is t 
p a r ty 
chairman and the purge of four 
radical leaders. 
Chen Hsi-lien. speaking in his 
capacity as a vice premier, said 
North K orea’s demand that 
“ U.S. troops must withdraw 
from South Korea” was “en­ 
tirely justified and reasona­ 
ble.” 
However, he did not give the 
strong Chinese support for this 
demand that has been stated in 
previous years. 
Chen, who is a member of the 
p a r t y 's 
p o litb u r o 
an d 
commander of the key Peking 
m ilitary region, spoke at a 
Korean 
Embassy 
reception 
Monday night. The reception 
co m m e m o ra te d 
the 
26th 
anniversary of the entry of 
Chinese People’s Volunteer 
forces into the Korean War. 
Chen’s remarks were trans­ 
mitted by the official New 
China News Agency and broad­ 
cast by Peking Radio. 
“ Twenty-three years have 
elapsed since the armistice in 
Korea," he said “ But the U.S. 
troops are still hanging on in 


South Korea.” 
North Korea, he said, has 
maintained that the problem of 
Korean reunification must be 
settled by the Koreans without 
outside interference and “that 
the United Nations command 
must be disbanded and the U.S. 
troops m ust withdraw from 
South Korea. This stand is en­ 
tirely justified and reasona­ 
ble.” 
Chen said China supported 
the Korean people “ in their just 
struggle for the independent 
and peaceful reunification of 


their fatherland.” 
He said the appointment of 
Hua and the purge of Chiang 
Ching. Mao Tse-tung’s widow, 
and three other radical leaders, 
Chang Chun-chao, Wang Kung- 
wen and Yao Wen-yuan, had the 
full support of the Chinese 
armed forces and people.

Alleged congressional 
payoffs by ROK probed 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Banking records of the South 
Korean embassy and its staff 
have been subpoenaed by the 
Justice Department in an in­ 
vestigation of alleged payoffs to 
congressmen, it was reported 
today. 
The Washington Post, quoting 
department sources, said the 
subpoenas were sent to the 
Riggs Bank of W ashington 
where the South Korean Em­ 
bassy banks. A Justice Depart­ 
ment spokesman would not con­ 
firm that any subpoenas had 
been issued. 
The Post said it had also 
learned the State Department 
is considering a request that the 
South K orean governm ent 
remove from the embassy here 
several South Korean Central 
Intelligence Agency employes. 
The State Department had no 
comment on the report. 
(In Seoul, South Korea, a 
spokesman for President Park 
Chung-hee today said reports 
that South Korea made cam ­ 
paign donations and bribed 
Am erican law m akers w ere 
“ totally unfounded.” 
The spokesman said the South 
K orean businessm an who 
reportedly arranged the payoffs 
“has never been employed by 
the South Korean government, 
and has nothing to do either 
with President Park or the 
governm ent” ) 
The Post said the Justice 
Department action was taken in 
an attempt by investigators to 


track the source of large 
amounts of cash generated as 
gifts and campaign contribu­ 
tions to U.S. officials and con­ 
gressmen. 
“We re going to get to the 
bottom of this,” the paper 
quoted a department source as 
saying. 
The subpoena, the Post said, 
was unprecedented because ac­ 
tivities and records of foreign 
diplomats are generally pro­ 
tected under diplomatic im­ 
munity. 
The new spaper said the 
department feels that, accord­ 
ing to a recent Supreme Court 
ruling, the records belong to the 
bank, and not its customers. 
The Post reported Sunday in- 


vestigators have information 
that South K orean agents 
directed by South Korean Presi­ 
dent Park Chung Hee disbursed 
between $500,000 and $1 million 
a year in cash, gifts and cam ­ 
paign donations during the 
1970s. 


T ongsun P a rk , a S outh 
Korean businessman, arranged 
the gift-giving, the Post said. 


Gov. Edwin Edw ards of 
Louisiana Monday said his wife, 
Elaine, received $10,000 from 
Tongsun Park in 1971 when 
Edwards was a Democratic 
congressman.

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FPPC sues 
backers of 
dog racing 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - The 
Pair Political Practices Com- 
faission, in a lawsuit, has afc- 
Cused the top backer of the Nov. 
2 dog racing initiative of im­ 
properly reporting $327,000 in 
Campaign contributions and at­ 
tempting to conceal half that 
•mount from officials. 
The unprecedented suit, filed 
Monday in Los Angeles County 
Superior Court, asks a record 
1787,000 damages from George 
Hardie. the primary sponsor of 
Prop. 13. which would legalize 
betting on greyhound races. 
Hardie, responding to the 
tuit. said. “ It is appalling what 
the power structure can do to 
you if they’re trying to crush 
you.” 
He said the commission has 
tried to “ construct a case for 
political purposes.” The action 
was brought just eight days 
before the election and marked 
another round in the seven- 
month battle between Hardie 
and the watchdog commission, 
which administers the law 
requiring disclosure of most 
campaign contributions 
C om m ission 
C hairm an 
Daniel Lowenstein said the suit 
was the first of its kind under 
California s 1974 Political Re­ 
form Act to force into the open 
allegedly hidden campaign 
money 
The suit alleged that since 
January 1975 Hardie collected 
more than $463.915 in campaign 
contributions and no more than 
$136.684 has been properly 
reported on any of the four 
required statements filed with 
the state 
The commission said of the 


$327,231 in improperly reported 
campaign contributions at least 
$150,444 was not reported at all. 
Another $176,787 was reported 
but was attributed to “ dummy 
committees” which “ merely 
served as conduits for the 
funds.” 
Largest of the unreported 
campaign donations, the com­ 
mission said, was $100,000, con­ 
tributed by Antilles Com­ 
munications, Ltd. of the Virgin 
Islands and its principal share­ 
holder, Christopher Blackwell, 
a record company executive 
who lives in Nassau. 
The $787,275 in damages 
sought in the suit were for 
allegedly undisclosed campaign 
contributions and expenditures, 
and allegedly unlawful cash 
contributions and expenditures 
in the campaign to qualify and 
pass the dog racing measure. 
The initiative drive began 
shortly after a bill, similar to 
the proposition, was defeated in 
the legislature. The short-lived 
bill was killed during its first 
Assembly committee hearing. 
The suit also seeks to compel 
Hardie and various organiza­ 
tions which he operates and 
controls to fully disclose the 
sources of his money and his ex­ 
penditures. The initiative would 
would legalize greyhound bet­ 
ting at racing tracks and would 
create a five-member Califor­ 
nia greyhound racing commis­ 
sion to regulate the new in­ 
dustry. including the licensing 
of new participants The com­ 
mission would be responsible 
for allocating the total 875 rac­ 
ing days per year among 
proposed tracks.

SANTA ANA, Calif. (U P I) - 
Two million male workers in 
California Monday were or­ 
dered removed from the protec­ 
tion of new state minimum 
wage and work rules. 
Superior Court Judge Walter 
E. Smith issued the temporary 
order based on a plea by the 
California Manufacturers As­ 
sociation that the $2.50 an hour 
rate is unfair because it is 20 
cents higher than the federal 
minimum. 
The association also contend­ 
ed state orders regulating 
working conditions illegally in­ 
terfere with labor contracts 
that conflict with state regula­ 
tions 
But Judge Smith ordered 
suspension of the state wage 
minimum for men only. 
Smith s order blocks enforce­ 


ment of the law as it applies 
to men in all of the major in­ 
dustries in California. The old 
minimum wage for California 
effected only women and 
minors and was set at $2 an 
hour 
The new minimum wage and 
work rules included men for the 
first time in California history. 
The Legislature ordered the in­ 
clusion of men based on con­ 
stitu tio n al argum ents of 
equality. 
Judge Smith said in his ruling 
that the state Industrial Wel­ 
fare Commission may have ex­ 
ceeded its authority and the 
manufacturers’ 
organization 
could suffer "irreparable in­ 
jury” if the court did not stop 
enforcement of the law where it 
applies to men for the first 
time 


Lackner said one of the study’s 
most important findings was 
that mentally disordered in­ 
mates and juvenile delinquents 
pass through the jail system 
numerous times without their 
illnesses being discovered.

— They can be “ infectious,” 
creating additional problems 
for healthy prisoners. 


— Some are chronic minor of­ 
fenders who continually re­ 
quire expenditure of public 
funds and clog the criminal , 
justice system.

Among the recommendations 
to improve conditions for dis­ 
ordered imates were: 


— The state Department of 
Corrections, 
with 
assistance 
from the Health Department, 
should put together specific 
standards for housing inmates 
with mental problems.

— Specific procedures are * 
needed to detect mental disor- » 
der early in the confinement * 
process so that appropriate ser- % 
vices can be provided.

Growing Older 


Does library have 
large-print books?

Did you know that there are more than 5,000 books printed in large type0 
What a comfort, what a joy it is to be able to read good books so comfortably. 
Large-print books were started 12 years ago by the Ulverscroft Foundation in 
Anstey, Leicester, England. 
The foundation had an apt slogan 
Making 
Reading Easier.” 
«, 
Easier for whom? For us senioragers, of course, and for all who are visually 
handicapped. 
Following Ulverscroft, a number of distinguished American 
publishers are now producing large-print books. 
Leading the field in the 
United States is G.K Hall and Co. of Boston, Mass., which publishes several 
hundred titles every year. Subject coverage by large-print book publishers in­ 
cludes mysteries, romance, fiction, nonfiction and biographical books. Whad- 
daya read? 
Senior citizens will immediately understand what’s involved here. Ninety- 
seven per cent of those who are over 80 have “ low-vision“ problems. Six 
million over 60 rate as “ partially sighted’’ or “ visually handicapped, 
even 
with corrective eyeglasses. 
We aren’t blind. We can even pass eye tests for a driver s license. We don t 
need guide dogs or canes. But when we sit down to read a book, we end up 
squinting, closing one eye, or closing the books and turning on tv. 
As we read, our faces move forward until our eyes are three inches from the 
page. (Snap the book closed and you catch your nose.) Of course, we have a 
choice of aspirin to relieve the headache which follows. But with all our other 
headaches, who needs that? 
To us seniors, the definition of a good library may therefore be simple II the 
library offers large-print books, it respects us and caters to our needs. 
If 
there s no collection of large-print books to be circulated on loan, the library 
director may be considered indifferent to the needs of the elderly. 
Of course, large-print books are expensive. Small local libraries perhaps 
can’t afford them. But there’s no reason to despair. In many states and in 
some counties, libraries are joined together in area library systems. The 
systems make it possible for any library director to arrange for the in­ 
terchange of books If your librarian is determined to get large-print books, he 
or she can participate in such a rotating interchange. 
Failure of any library to supply large-print books is a form of discrimination 
against the aged. As with other put-downs, we need to fight for our rights and 
against such discrimination locally. We must work as individuals and through 
our senior citizen organizations. And we’ll get cordial help from our local 
Lions Club, Kiwanis, Rotary and other service groups. But we seniors are the 
ones who must put the show on the road. 


With all that in mind, we need to know about the “ National Association for 
the Visually Handicapped.” 
That’s the nonprofit organization which coor­ 
dinates action and services for low-vision Americans. The association really 
understands our situation. 
Do you have trouble following directions for knitting sweaters or booties for 
grandchildren? Does the small print confuse you? The association has knitting 
instructions in large type. Ditto recipes. Likewise handicraft instruction!. 
It also can recommend magnifiers and other near and distant visual aids. 
But let’s get back to the libraries. The association’s directors for the eastern 
United States report, “ In most cases where senior citizens as a group demand 
large-print books, their libraries get them.” Our first step, therefore, is to 
write to the association for information. Better still, if you can afford it, send a 
check along with your letter. That splendid organization is supported by dona­ 
tions 
It is not funded by the government. Write to your regional office or 
National Association for the Visually Handicapped, 305 E 24th St., New York,

A sad spectacle: 
Joe as defender

NEW YORK (UPI) - For a few 
minutes there, he was like a guy who had 
suddenly gotten hot at the dice table. He 
had clicked on four passes in a row, two 
for six yards each, another for eight 
yards and the last one for 24. 
Joe Namath, the Old Master, was 
showing 'em he hadn’t lost his touch. 
He blew on his hands, looking over the 
heads of his teammates in the huddle 
across the line to check the Baltimore 
Colts’ defense. 
Then he lowered his own head and 
called the play, another pass 
Trailing 13-0 with little more than a 
minute remaining in the second quarter, 
the New York Jets came out of their hud­ 
dle briskly and lined up quickly. It was 
second and goal to go on the Colts’ three 
yard line and the Jets were all pumped 
up, feeling they were going good now and 
were a cinch to score. 
Namath took the ball from center. He 
had plenty of time. No trouble at all spot­ 
ting his man, tight end Richard Osbor­ 
ne. who had run a criss-cross pattern in 
the end zone. He let the ball go. What 
Namath didn’t see was Jackie Wallace, 
the Baltimore safety man. trailing only a 
few steps behind Osborne, stalking him 
hungrily, the same way the Wolf did Lit­ 
tle Red Riding Hood

Wallace rushed in front of Osborne and 
picked off the pass, then started out of 
the end zone down the field the other way 
not far from the sideline. He crossed 
over the goal line, the 5,10,15, 20, and 25, 
outdistancing all but a couple of Jets’ 
defenders, who finally forced him out of 
bounds on Baltimore’s 29. 


Hobbling along the best he was able 
with a pulled hamstring in one leg and a 
brace on the other was Joe Namath. 


He actually was trying to catch the 
fleeing Wallace, and tackle him. Every 
bone in his body seemed to be protesting 
and he couldn’t run without limping, but 
the Jets’ quarterback was giving it 
everything he had, certainly not short- 
legging it 


Namath made a rather sad figure 
chasing Wallace, especially on those two 
bum wheels of his. He looked even more 
forlorn later when he had to be helped 
back up on his feet and leave the field 
after being hit on the head by Fred Cook, 
Baltimore s 6-foot-4. 247-pound defensive 
end, whose specialty is sacking quarter­ 
backs. 


Namath was trying to get off a pass to 
Lou Piccone early in the final quarter 
when Cook flattened him. He didn’t 
move for some time and all he did was 
lie there on the damp, cold turf in Shea 
Stadium Seeing him motionless, with his 
head to one side, the crowd suddenly 
grew silent as if anticipating the worst. 
But after being ministered to by trainer 
Jeff Snedecker, Namath was able to get 
up and walk off under his own power. 


He had blacked out without realizing 
it, he said later in the Jets’ quarters 


after the Colts had taken them apart, 20- 
0. 
“I thought to myself he (Snedecker) 
must be some kind of track star by the 
way he got there to me so quickly,’’ said 
Namath. “I guess I must have blacked 
out, but didn’t realize it. I saw a flash, I 
felt pain and then I went limp. I felt like I 
was floating. It was what I call a ‘double- 
bubble’ head shot. And I had a manout in 
the open, too.” 


Believe it or not, that bothered 
Namath most of all. 


The fact is Joe Namath can still whip 
the ball but he has to have some help. 
From his offensive line and from his 
backs, who have to establish some kind 
of running game to make Namath’s pass­ 
ing effective at all. A1 Ward, the Jets’ 
general manager, and Lou Holtz, the new 
coach, are rebuilding the club the right 
way. They even have a quarterback in 
the wings, Richard Todd, for the time 
Namath is through. 


He isn’t yet, though. No quarterback 
reads defenses better and no quarter­ 
back is as good as he is calling plays. 
When it comes to throwing the ball, Joe 
Namath still can do that with anyone 
else In that regard, Baltimore’s Bert 
Jones has emerged as the best in the 
league, yet the curious thing about that is 
how he kept his eyes riveted to Namath 
all during Sunday’s contest. 


“I watch him more than I do anybody 
else,” said Jones after the game. “The 
reason I do that is because he’s the 
best ”

NEW YORK (UPI) — Mrs. Babe Ruth, 
widow of the late New York Yankee 
home run king and baseball’s unofficial 
“ first lady,” died Monday of cancer at 
the age of 76. 


Until her death, Mrs. Ruth carrieiVon 
her husband’s quest to help baseball 
maintain its image as the national past­ 
time For many years, she was a regular 
at oldtimers’ games and frequently at­ 
tended New York Yankee and Met 
games. 


Shortly after her husband’s death in 
1948. also from cancer, Mrs. Ruth 
became instrumental in developing 
baseball skills among teen-aged boys by 
fully supporting Babe Ruth baseball, a 
national program that has produced 
many major league stars 


A model and chorus girl bom Claire 
Merrit. Mrs Ruth was introduced to the 
Yankee slugger by actor James Barton. 
After a long courtship, they were 
married in 1929, according to Allan 
Schneider, a family friend. It was the se­ 
cond marriage for both. 


Fumblitis kills Cardinals 


WASHINGTON ( U P I ) - The 
Washington Redskins kept coming up 
with fumbles like they were four-leaf 
clovers Monday night in defeating the St. 
Louis Cardinals, 20-10, in the mud and 
rain. But George Allen insisted it was 
more than luck that produced the vic­ 
tory. 
“We had to play our best game on of­ 
fense. defense and special teams and 
that’s what we did," he said after the 
nationally televised battle, which saw 
the Redskins set a National Football 
League record with eight fumble recove­ 
ries. 
Three of the recoveries led to 13 points 
— a pair of Mark Moseley field goals in 
the first half and a fourth quarter 
touchdown dash of seven yards by Mike 
Thomas that put Washington ahead 13-10. 
Eddie Brown followed with a 71-yard TD 
punt return, sewing up the game 
The win tied the two NFC Eastern 
Division rivals at 5-2 at the halfway point 
of the season, one game behind the 
Dallas Cowboys, the Redskins’ Sunday 


opponent. 
The drenching rain that rendered the 
field ankle-deep in water and the middle 
of the gridiron into a buffalo wallow was 
undoubtedly partially responsible for the 
nine St. Louis fumbles, but the Cardinals 
weren’t using the weather as an alibi. 
“I can’t make any excuses,’’ said 
Cards quarterback Jim Hart, who passed 
for 215 yards and one touchdown but was 
intercepted twice. “They handled the 
ball too.” 
Cardinal Coach Don Coryell echoed 
Hart. 
“ Both teams played on the same 
field,’.’ he said “Obviously, we didn’t 
hold the ball as well as they did The ball 
was just so wet and peoples’ hands were 
wet.” 
Two first quarter fumble recoveries 
set up Moseley field goals of 34 and 33 
yards for a 6-0 Washington lead, but 
Hart’s seven-yard touchdown throw to 
J.V. Cain just before halftime and Jim 
Bakken’s 32-yard field goal on the first 
play of the final quarter put the Cards 


ahead. 10-6. 
However, one of Terry Metcalf's four 
fumbles was recovered by Dennis 
Johnson on the St Louis seven yard line 
and Thomas immediately swept around 
end for the go-ahead score 
Less than two minutes later, Brown 
took a St Louis punt on his 29. cut swifly 
through the middle and took off down the 
sideline toward the end zone with a suc­ 
cession of Cardinal tacklers diving vain­ 
ly at his heels. 
“It was either a case of poor tackling 
or a great run or a little of both ' said 
Coryell 
it's just one of those games 
we’ve got to wipe from our minds We 
just can t count ourselves out of the 
race ” 
Allen called Brown “a guy who doesn't 
have great speed but who gives 110 
percent" and said he keeps the Cleveland 
Browns' reject on the squad because he 
has “good hands for catching punts.’’ 
Brown said of his feat, “First I had to 
catch the ball and I guess that’s what I do 
best "

DUBLIN, Calif. (UPI) — What motivates a thoroughbred 
racing pigeon9 
Love and jealousy seem to work best, says seventh grade 
science teacher Dick Walbridge, a pigeon fancier who keeps 
in the loft behind his suburban home a 25 member race team 
Homing pigeons will race back to their loft by nature but 
it’s the little tricks that can give a bird owner the edge in a 
big, say, 2,000-bird race 
“Some people use ‘widowhood’“ , Walbridge said with a 
grin. "Pigeons tend to mate for life. Fanciers keep them 
apart until just before a big race, then they’ll let the cock see 
the hen for a few hours before he’s crated up for a race He 
flies like crazy to get back to her 
“Others let the cock observe another male in the nest area 
with the hen. They’re real jealous Boy, he wants to get in 
there and kick that guy out. When he gets to the race area 
and is released he flies just as hard as he can to get back ’’ 
Racing pigeons has grown as a sport across the United 
States in recent years 
It is found in every state A 
“horseback” estimate by Jim Lewis, 73, who is an official in 
the American Racing Pigeon Union and several state 
organizations, puts the number of clubs throughout the 
country at 50,000. There are 127 clubs with some 2,000 
members in California alone 
Born in Wales, where his uncle was a pigeon fancier, 
Lewis lives in the north San Francisco Bay suburb of Novato 
and devotes most of his time to furthering his sport. 
“I’m the oldest pigeon flier and the hardest working,’ he 
says with unabashed fervor 
Racing pigeons is believed to have originated in the early 
19th Century, probably in Belgium where they where used to 
carry stock market communications. The homing pigeon got 
worldwide publicity for his message carrying exploits 
through the shell and fire of World War I and again in World 
War II 
There are four major organizations in this country to 
which most clubs are affiliated. They include: the America 
Racing Pigeon Union, headquartered in Mainville, Ohio; the 
International Federation of Homing Pigeon Fanciers, Inc., 
of Central Islip, N. Y.; the United States Racing Pigeon 
Association, Portland, Ore., and the National Pigeon As­ 
sociation, Watertown, Wis 
And racing pigeons has become a science that involves 
J .i: 
^1/vnlrc nnm nntprs «urvpvnrs and rarefullV 


computed air miles. 
Walbridge’s garage some 40 miles east of San Francisco is 
the nerve center for each race that the fledgling Tri-Valley 
Racing Pigeon Club participates in The club is only about 
one year old and sports just 10 members. But it is part of the 
bigger San Francisco Bay Area combine, which boasts 16 
clubs and 400 members 
The combine’s homing pigeons are placed on a two and 
one-half ton truck and hauled as far away as Council, Idaho, 
561 313 air miles from Walbridge's house As many as 2.800 
pigeons are mass released from both sides of the truck by a 
single stroke of a lever and the race is on. 
When the birds get home, a prenumbered band is removed 
from around their legs and put inside a capsule The capsule 
is inserted in a hole in a special clock which stamps the time 
each bird arrived. 
Member’s lofts have been officially measured by a sur­ 
veyor for the exact distance from the race release points 
The time it takes a pigeon to fly from a race point to home is 
reduced to seconds and divided into the yards-per-minute to 
determine actual air speed Many races are won and lost by 
the difference on the last decimal point. 
“We always lose some birds every race Flying over the 
Sierras is treacherous,” said Walbridge’s wife, Donna. 
“Also, we lose some to hunters who don’t know a pigeon 
from a dove.” 
The last race for young, year-old birds in the combine was 
scheduled for release from Winnemucca, Nev. the week-end 
of Oct. 16-17. 
“Then there will be a three month rest and we’ll start the 
season for older birds,” said Walbridge

“ The industry still is so short 
of stocks that it’s hard to tell 
what's really going on,” one in­ 
dustry analyst said. “ A lot of 
what you’re looking at in the 
low sales now is the result of 
low stock s." 


Analysts had predicted sales 
between 265,000 and 270.000 cars 
for the period but had to settle 
for 249,911 ca rs sold com pared 
with 234.670 a year ago. 
While unit sales are above 
last year, the daily sales rate, 
with nine 
selling days this 
year, was 27,768 ca rs com pared 


with 29,334-a-day for eight sell­ 
ing days a year ago. 
The '77 models accounted for 
78 per cent of all GM c a rs sold 
in the period and 69 per cent of 
Chrysler sales. Ford, with a 
lim ited supply of th e new 
models in dealer hands, said it 
took 38 per cent of sales.

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W ASHINGTON — The C e n tra l 
Intelligence Agency not only has 
provided financial support to some of the 
world’s most notorious secret police, but 
has condoned their operations within the 
United States. 
Such brutal police agencies as South 
Korea’s KCIA, Chile’s DINA and Iran’s 
SAVAK 
h a v e 
terrorized exiles in 
this country. There is 
reason to believe that 
they have violated 
U.S. laws. The FBI 
has received reports 
that they have com­ 
mitted burglaries, at­ 
tem pted kidnapings 
and plotted murders. 
An alarm ed Rep. 
Donald F raser, D - 
Minn., has asked the 
CIA to divulge the 
details of its agree­ 
ments with foreign in­ 
telligence 
agencies, 
which allow the spies 
to operate within each 
other’s countries. The CIA has stubborn­ 
ly refused to cooperate. 
The CIA has good reason to be sen­ 
sitive. Over the years, it has developed 
cozy relationships with some of the most 
repressive foreign intelligence agencies 
in the world. 
South Korea’s KCIA even took its 
name from our spy agency. We cited 
evidence over a year ago that KCIA 
agents were threatening, intimidating 
and abusing Korean exiles in this 
country. A Korean embassy spokesman 
then called the charges “ groundless” 
and said the KCIA was not active in the 
United States. 
But now, South Korean Ambassador 
Pyong-Choon Hahm has admitted that 
KCIA agents have used “ goon psy­ 
chology and tactics” against Korean 
residents in this country They were 
acting on their own and are now being 
ordered back to Seoul, he said. 
A year ago, we also reported that 


Chile’s DINA “has hired thugs to track 
down and assassinate prominent exiles.” 
Last month, a prominent Chilean exile, 
ex-Foreign Minister Orlando Letelier, 
was blown to pieces by a bomb that had 
been rigged beneath his car. DINA has 
been suspected of arranging the assas­ 
sination. 
But a strange thing has happened. The 
CIA, which is forbidden by statute from 
conducting investigations within the 
United States, has entered the case. 
Coincidentally, newspaper accounts, 
quoting “ intelligence officials,” have 
reported that Cuban, anti-Castro ex­ 
trem ists were behind the Letelier kill­ 
ing. 
This raises some questions. What 
business does the CIA have becoming in­ 
volved in a dom estic m urder in­ 
vestigation? Is the CIA trying to solve 
the murder or to protect its undercover 
relationship with DINA? Has the CIA 
been planting stories in the press to 
divert suspicion away from DINA? 
The Iranian secret police force, 
SAVAK, was actually organized by the 
CIA in 1956. The ties between the two 
agencies have always been close. One in­ 
telligence source, whose reliability has 
been tested, told us that SAVAK agents 
hound and harass Iranians in the United 
States, with the full knowledge and 
sometimes the assistance of the CIA. 
Answerable only to the Shah of Iran, 
SAVAK has become one of the most 
feared secret police agencies in the 
world. It uses terror and torture to 
achieve its ends. Experts say that 
SAVAK has tighter control over the peo­ 
ple of Iran that the KGB exercises over 
Soviet citizens. 
A ssistant S tate S ecretary Alfred 
Atherton has acknowledged that SAVAK 
agents are loose in the United States. 
They seek information, he explained 
cautiously, about “potential terrorists 
who may be among students who would 
return to Iran.” 
Our intelligence sources say SAVAK s 
U.S. operations are directed by Mansur 
Rafizadeh, who poses as an Iranian at­ 


tache at the United Nations. He works 
out of secret apartment hideouts in New 
York City. He supervises scores, some 
say hundreds of SAVAK agents in this 
country. A number of them work under 
diplomatic cover at the Iranian embassy 
in Washington. 
The SAVAK agents devote most of 
their time, apparently, to spying on the 
students who oppose the shah’s imperial 
rule. SAVAK informants have infiltrated 
student groups so completely that no one 
knows whom to trust. When the students 
demonstrate, SAVAK agents, posing as 
newsmen, snap their photographs. This 
is why most Iranian demonstrators wear 
masks. 
We have documentary evidence that 
SAVAK agents also commit burglaries, 
forgeries and other crimes in behalf of 
the shah. Dr. Richard Cottam, a political 
science professor at the University of 
Pittsburgh, told our associate Joe Spear 
that a trusted State Department source 
had warned him that Iranian hit squads 
are on their way to the United States. 
“ I was told by someone I completely 
trust,” alleged the professor, “ that 
SAVAK had made the decision to send 
assassination squads into Europe and the 
United States. The guess within the 
government is that any executions will 
be disguised as muggings. TTie obvious 
targets would be Iranian dissidents.” 
Cottam immediately notified Reza 
Baraheni, an Iranian poet, who was once 
mercilessly tortured by SAV AK and now 
resides in the United States. Baraheni 
asked Attorney General Edward Levi for 
a

nent Iranian dissidents. Levi did not res­

HBO in 
retrospect 


City councilman Chuck Ward is ready 
to concede that the problems that 
resulted from the addition of Home Box 
Office programming on local cable 
television were not entirely the fault of 
TelePrompTer. 
“They told us what 
they were going to $o 
three months before 
they did it,’’ said 
Councilman Ward. 
“No one on the council 
objected. So far as I 
know, none of the 
public objected. I feel 
certain that if the City 
Council had written a 
letter saying ‘Don’t 
take Channel 2 off to 
put HBO on,’ they 
would have abided by 
our wishes.” 
T e le P ro m p T e r h a s re sp o n d e d 
to the public outcry over the problems 
that erupted with nothing but humility, 
Ward feels, and is ready to spend 
$100,000 to rectify the problem. 
“They have agreed to do this with no 
demands made of us,” Ward said, “ex­ 
cept possibly that we admit that part of 
the blame for what has happened belongs 
with the City Council. 
“I admire the way they have reacted 
and I hope now that they have agreed to 
everything we have asked of them that 
we will stop kicking them around,” he 
said. 
Ward said he is convinced that had 
TelePrompTer been able to foresee the 
problems that resulted, it would have 
gone the mid-channel route in the first 
place. 
It was simply a m atter of economics, 
he indicated, since putting HBO on Chan­ 
nel 2 was the least expensive way to add 
the pay television programming with re­ 
cent motion pictures and other special 
broadcasts not available on commercial 
tv. 
“I was not at the meeting where plans 
for HBO were first revealed,” Ward 
said. “ I should have been there. But we 
had two council members there, and we 
had staff m em bers there. 
No one 
foresaw a problem.” 
Ward said he had the impression that 
HBO would be an option on Channel 2 and 
that those who didn’t subscribe to HBO 
still would be able to get regular Channel 
2 programming.

April 30 on the HBO announcement 
meeting. I was interested in rechecking 
to find out whether I had been vague or 
incomplete in the report. 
There alw ays is room for m is­ 
interpretation of the written word and it 
also is true that while an account of a 
meeting can make perfect sense to 
someone who was there, it might not be 
quite that clear to someone else.

Proficiency tests cost high

Meeting the mandate of new state law 
for the proficiency testing of high school 
seniors as a condition of graduation, will 
not come cheaply. Figures released by 
the school administration last Friday 
show it will cost about $22,500 to develop 
the form s and ad­ 
ditionally it will cost 
$1.50 to $3 a student 
for test adm inistra­ 
tion, scoring analysis 
and reporting. 
The school board 
m ust adopt “ sta n ­ 
dards of proficiency in 
basic skill aptitudes” 
by Oct. 1, 1977, for use 
in testing graduating 
seniors in June 1981. 
Responsible 
educators up and down 
the state have talked 
about these ideas for 
sev eral y ea rs, but 
wasn’t until last year 
th a t anything was 
done in a practical way to translate the 
thoughts into action. The law, authored 
by Assemblyman Gary Hart is in line 
with some elements of the Stull Act com­ 
monly called the education accoun­ 
tability law, and in line also with some 
elements of RISE, a proposal that was 
killed, ostensibly because of the cost. 
RISE, readers may recall, was a series 
of education innovations aimed at 
reforming secondary schools (junior and 
senior high schools). 


I got an eerie feeling the other day 
hearing a woman tell me over the 
telephone how she became an involun­ 
tary spectator to the tawdry scenes 
leading to a woman shooting her hus­ 
band.
